FRENCH SYSTEM ANCIENT REMEDY

The Hint important renult of lieueral 
Perabing'a conferencea at the I 'aria 
War office and observations on the west 
arn front will be a reorganization of 
the United States army along the lines 
of the French unlta. 

The rporKnnl7.il tii hi will affect every 
company, regiment and dlvlaloo of the 
present regular establishment and the 
militia unlta that are about to go to 
camp. The national army, called un- 
der the draft, will be organised alto- 
gether along French lines. 

Orders for the reorganization are now 
being prepared by the general staff and 
will be telegraphed to the various de- 
partmental commanders about the date 
of the tit-Id mobilization of the militia. 
Perthing'a Recommendation*. 
As a result of the experience of the 
civil war, supplied with lessons taken 
from European wars of hfty yeurs, the 
American army was organized on the 
basis of from luu to 150 men to a com- 
pany, 1.200 to 1,800 to a regiment and 
approximately 28,500 to a division. 
The war college has insisted thut this 
represented the best possible system of 
organization for a number of reasons 
of a technical nature. 

General Pershing has been convinced 
by the French general staff that such 
organizations were proper under the 
old methods of warfare, but that the 
United Stntes should do away com- 
pletely with this system if the Ameri- 
can troops are to be of the utmost pos- 
sible service to the allies' cause. 

In place of these units General Persii- 
lng has recommended by cable tbnt the 
companies be Increased to li.'iO men, reg- 
iments to :?,0OO anil divisions lie cut 
approximately to 17,0110. 

As it woulil be impossible to expect 
France to reorganize an army of mil- 
lions, QatMml Pershing reporti-d tl.at 
this country should immediately builil 
Its system along the lines already fol- 
lowed by the greater force. 

When (Jem-nil Pershing's report whs 
received officers of the war college di- 
vision of the general staff objected 
strenuously to an adoption of the 
French system. Some of the younger 
officers complained bitterly that the 
United States should not throw over 
bodily a system that was adopted be- 
cause it was believed to be perfect 
Will Shake Up Miner Offioere. 
The principal reason ascribed for the 
change la that American troops are ex- 
pected to occupy trenches alternately 
with French troops. Unless the units 
are in the same size confusion would 
result from the interchange. In other 
words. If a French division of 17,000 
men was withdrawn so that an Ameri- 
can could take the trench It would be 
to make the 
e same difficul- 
ties would arise from attempting to use 
American companies and regiments In 
trenches occupied by French organiza- 
tions. 

As a result of the change there will 
be a general sliakeup of officers in 
minor commands. In the American or- 
ganization a company is commanded 
by a enptain. assisted by a first and 
second lleiit-nant. Under the new sys- 
tem the captain will remain In com- 
mand, bat WW 'robably be mounted, 
anil be will bam. four lleiiteti:ints under 
bim. 

No change Is untlclpated in the bat- 
talion or regimental comuuiadli A 
major will command the former and a 
•Olona) the Utter, as under the present 
system. .V colonel under the new sys 
tern will have almost as many troops 
as a brigaattet general now has. A di- 
vision at present Is comuuiniled by • 
major general. 

Entire Servico Affected. 
It is assumed that the new divisions 
of smaller size will have a command- 
ing officer of the same grade. 

While the proposed change appears 
to be merely a matter of readjustment 
In numbers, as a matter of fact It af- 
fects every branch of the service, and 
they must all be reapportioned to meet 
the reorganization. Aa an example:

The first or inner tube has heltCJd 
groovi-s to give rotation to the shell, 
just as in any sporting rifle. Tremen- 
dous firing pressures l et" ecu fifteen 
and twenty tons per square inch, com 
binisl with acid gases and other prod- 
ucts of explosion, cause erosion or 
wearing away and pitting at tha 
grooves. Inner tubes must be renewed 
periodically. The life of the gun, so 
called, is about 180 shots. Since fre- 
quent target practices ure held few 
years elnpse before guns must be taken 
ashore and retubed.

Besides the Inner erosion, constant 
shocks of explosion crystallize the 
whole steel structure. Crystallization 
of metal may be likened to the drying 
of cheese. At flint the mass is relative- 
ly tough and elastic. After the heavy 
punishment of protracted firing, gun 
tubes weaken and become brittle. Mlcro- 
scople examination reveals contraction 
and disintegration of metal particles, 
Just aa cruets and crumbly sections oc- 
cur In a cheese. Further use of the 
gun Is dangerous. Sometimes the crys- 
tallised state Is reached sooner than 
waa expected. The guns crack or hurst.

ROUMANIANS ARE VICTORS 



Germans Are Forced to Retire Before 
the Roumanian Army — British Big 
Guns Busy, Also Raid Number Ton- 



London, July 30. — Retreating on the 
eastern GaJician front, the Russian 
troops have retired behind the Rus- 
sian border at Huslatyn. according to 
the report from Merlin. 

Huslatyn is seventy miles due east 
of llallcz. Further south the Rus- 
sians made a stand between the 
Dniester and the Pruth rivers, but a 
powerful German attack broke their 
resistance and they are now being 
pursued alona both banks of the 
Dniester, according to the Germun 
statement. 

The Germans say they have com- 
pleted their retirement before tho 
victorious Rounianiau army and have 
reached their prepared positions on 
the upper Futna river. 

The artillery duel is still raging in 
Flanders with undiminished intensity. 
The British guns have never ceased 
since the terrific bombardment opened 
last week and the hammering which 
the German trenches are receiving 
may be realized from the description 
in tho German official statement 
which describes the firing as "the 
higheot degree of massed effect" 
since the war began. 

British troops made a number of 
successful raids on the German 
trenches at various points of the bat- 
tle front In northern France, accord- 
ing to the official statement issued 
by the British war office. Many cas 
ualties were Inflicted on the enemy 
and a number of prisoners and ma- 
chine guni were taken. 

French Repulse Germans. 

Troops of the German crown prince 
at dawn made a violent attack on the 
French positions near Hurteblse farm 
on the Aisne front. The French offi- 
cial statement says the German attack 
was repulsed and that the French, in 
retaliation, later instituted an offen- 
siv» between Hurteblse farm and l.a 
Bovelle, gaining ground at all poin's 
on this sector and particularly in the 
region of the monument. 

Reporting military operations on 
the Austro-Italiun front the official 
statement issued by the war depart 
ment reads: 

"During the night detachments of 
the enemy descended from Selle puss 
in San Pellesrino valley, on our lines, 
and, supported by rtillery, attacked 
with machine itun and rille fire. Th^y 
were promptly checked and effective- 
ly dispersed by our machine nuns.

Away off in the distance I 
saw one Oai wan captive ballooa The 
oilier aircraft were uncountable They 
were everywhere, apparently in hun- 
dreds. There could hnve boon no more 
wonderful panorama picture of war in 
Its new aspect. 

Our battalion vvas in and out of the 
lown of Albert several duys waiting 
for orders. The buttle of Courcelette 
wus then In progress, and the First. 
Second and Third Canadian divisions 
were holding front positions at terri- 
ble cost. In tbe first part of October. 
1010. we "went lu" opposite the fa- 
mous Begins trench. The battleground 
was Just miles and miles of debris and 
shell boles. Before we went to our 

taken In by scouts to get the lay 
of the land. These trips were caUed 
"Cook'a toura." On one of them I 
through tbe town of Pollers 
and didn't know It It had a 
of 12.000 before tbe war. 
On tbe spot where tt bad stood not 
even a whole brick waa left, it seemed 
Its demolition was complete. That 
waa an example of the condition of tbe 
whole country over wbicb our forces 
bad blasted their way for ten miles 
since the previous July. There were 
not even landmarks left 

The "Cook'a Tour ." 

On tbe nigbt when we went in to in- 
spect the positions we were to hold, our 
scouts, leading us through the flat des 
ert of destruction, got completely turn- 
ed round and took us buck through a 
trem-h composed of shell holes con- 
nected up until we run Into a battal- 
ion of another brigade. The pluce wns 
dreadful beyond words. The steuch 
of the dead was sickening In many 
places arms and legs of dead men 
stuck out of the trench walls. 

We made u fresh start after our blun- 
der, moving in single file and keeping 
iu touch each Willi the man ahead of 
Man, We stumbled along In the dark- 
ness through this awful lubwintli until 
we run into some of our own scouts 
at '1 a. in. und found that we were 
halfway across No Muti's lund, sev- 
eral hundred yurds beyond our front 
line und likely to be utterly wiped out 
lu tweuty seconds should the 
sight us. Fine guides we hui 
"Cook's tour." At last we 



utea after we got there a whiz-bang, a 
low explosive murderer, buried me 
completely. They had to dig me out. 
A few minutes later a bigb explosive 
shell fell in a trench section where 
three of our men were stationed. All 
we could bud after It exploded were 
one arm and oue leg. wbicb wa buried. 
The treucbes were without trench 
mats, and the mud waa from aix inches 
to three feet deep all through them. 
There were no dugouts, only merely 
miserable "funk boles." dug where It 
was possible to dig them without un- 
covering dead men. We remained bi 
this position four days, from the 17tb 
to tbe tig] of October, 1010. 

There were reasous. of course, for 
the difference between conditions in 
Belgium and on tbe Somme.

During this time I witnessed a 
which, with Borne othera, I shall never 
forget. An old chaplain of the Cana- 
dlun forces came to our trench section 
seeking the grave of his son. which 
bad been marked for blm on a rude 
map by an officer who bad seen the 
young man's burial. We managed to 
find the spot, and at tbe old chaplain's 
request we exhumed tbe body. Some 
of ua suggested to blm that be give us 
the Identification marks and retire out 
of range of the shells which were 
bursting all around us. We argued 
that it was unwise for blm to remain 
In danger, but what we really Intended 
was that be should be saved the horror 
of seeing tbe pitiful thing wbicb our 
spades were about to uncover. 

"1 shall remain," was all he said

It proved that we hnd found the 
right body. One of our men tried to 
cienr the features with his bnndker 
chief, but elided by spreading tbe 
bnndkercbief over the face.

Dr. Walter 1)111 Scott, former head of 
the department of psychology of North- 
western university, now a government 
expert, visited Fort Sheridan. 111., the 
other day. The "man meter" Is said 
to be his Invention— the result of the 
application of his knowledge of psy- 
chology to the task of judging men. At 
the request of a numl>er of Industrial 
leaders be used the same plan In con- 
nection with big business organizations, 
but for some time he hss been In gov- 
ernment service. 

Ills plan was presented to the in- 
structors of the reserve officers' train- 
ing camp, but It will he used only In 
part, as It came some time after the 
selective machinery had been grinding. 
He previously had presented It at 
Plattsburg, Fort Myer and Fort Ben- 
jamin Harrison, where it Is said to 
have been adopted. And It is expected 
It will be used throughout the second 
camps. 

The theory of the "man meter" Is the 
establishment of standards by which a 
man may lie Judged. Dr. Scott found a i 
menus of doing this. As It Is applied 
to the army's present task, the basis 
is established by the Instructor's c.m- 
pitrison of the candidnte he Is Judging 
with ten army enptains under whom 
he has served. 

There are Ave points to be scored— 
physical qualities. Intelligence, military 
leadership, character and genernl value 
to the service. Each of the first four 
is allowed a maximum of llfteen points 
and the last a maximum of forty 
points, making 100 the highest possible 
or Ideal score. 

The things to lie considered In con- 
nection with each point are outlined. 
For example, under "intelligence" the 
instructor considers "ease of learning, 
capacity to apply knowledge and abil- 
ity to grasp readily and solve new

A low service fee ought never to be a 
temptation, but, rather, should lie tak- 
en as a warning. A low fee Is usually 
a sign of an Inferior stalllou. Colts 
from Inferior or scrub sires will sell 
lor much less than those sired by the 
sound, pure bred stallion. 

Sound, high class horses are the Ideal 
farm power, and good mares bred to 
pure bred sires of the same breed and 
conformation pay g«sid profits not only 
in the colts they produce, as has liecn 
shown, but also In the Msg they per- 
form. Poor horses render poor serv- 
ice and often cost more to keep than 
they are worth. The loss in feed con- 
sumed and lack of labor performed by 
the Inferior and scrub horses of the 
country is enormous. Tills expense 
can lie greatly reduced If farmers and 
mare owners will breed their inures 
to the ri:;ht sort of stallions and pro- 
duce the kind of horses the farm re- 
quires and the market demands. 

The time to begin is now. All In 
iVrlor pure bead colts nnd all grade 
Mai mongrel colts should he < -astrated. 
Only the best mares sliould be retain- 
ed Mel these bred to sound, pure bred 
sires. OM of the best ways to stim- 
ulate interest in the breeding of bet- 
ter horses Is to urrange to hold a fall 
colt show. A string of promising colts 
will afford striking evidence of the re- 
sult of breeding the liest and prove a 
splendid advertisement for the com- 
munity.

Youngeter. Should Have a Dry Bed and 
Be Carefully Fed. 

A comfortable house with dry bed 
< Ing means much to the spring pigs, 
writes J. Coleman In the Farm and 
Fireside. In fact all other conditions 
way lie perfect, and yet if this point Is 
neglected failure may result. 

The pigs will soon leurn to eat. The 
amount of feed can be Increased ns 
they advance in age, but they shouldn't 
be led more tliiui they will clean up 
nicely. An occasional scalding and 
sunning of the trough will keep It 
clean.

CSSf is. Never let him lose Ills pig fat 
during thU time. Prepare for ample 
grazing us soon as the soil is warm 
enough Iiy sawing] rape or rape und 
grain mixed. This can be grazed by 
the pigs within six to eight weeks aft- 
er SSSJK. Allow them to run ou uny 
green crops, espeebillv clover or vetch, 
is soon as tliey will graze. 

A succession of field grazing crops 
maturing through the summer and fall 
will supplement their daily grain ra- 
tion and will enable them to produce 
their gain at u prollt. I'lgs fed ou 
grain alone, with little or no grazing 
crops, will return little or no proltt. 

Cleaning Alfalfa of Weeds.

Meantime prohibition has the ricir 
of way In the senate, which It took 
up today for u vote Wednesday, th ' 
resolution of Senator Sheppard pro- 
posing submission <>r a national pro 
hlhltlon amendment of the cotistltn 
Hon 

Senator Sheppard plans to open the 
prohibition discussion, which promises 
a lively contest, touching many war 
questions The vote, both sides admit, 
will he extremely close. Dry leader, 
hope for about sixty-five votes, or 
Just about the necessary two-thirds 
Tor adoption. The resolution still 
would have to pass the house, which 
In 1914 rejected a similar measure. 

During the week the senate com- 
rerre committee expects to report 
the trading with the enemy bill. Chair

Washington. -Of the 
clans In the rnited States 
one-half are availuble or desirable for 
medical duty In the military service. 
In the opinion of the New York com- 
mittee of the medical section of the 
Council of National Defense. There- 
fore It proposes drafting of physlclana 
selectively upon a basis of federal clas- 
sification by a medical census. 

These views have l>een luld before 
the genera! medical board by Major 
Karl Council and other members of 
the New York committee. The com- 
mittee also set forth that there Is a de- 
cided shortage of physicians ready to 
volunteer for war work. 

The committee on standardization of 
medical and surgical supplies and 
equipment, which has been at work on 
the problem of overcoming the short- 
age iu surgical supplies and instru- 
ments due to the large percentage of 
this material which has heretofore 
been imported from Germany, reported 
that through co-operation among Amer- 
ican manufacturers substantial prog- 
ress hud been made lu increasing the 
output for war purposes. 

The committee Is rapidly perfecting a
